To overcome losses from bacterial 
blight in garden and field beans 
steps have been taken to produce 
and make available disease-free 
seed beans through co-operation of 
growers of registered seed and the 
dominion seed branch, it is learned 
here, following the recent confer- 
ence of plant breeders at Winnipeg 
The disease spreads quickly under 
average Alberta weather conditions 

Work on this bacterial blight of 
beans has been done at the dom- 
inion plant pathological laboratory 
University campus, for the past few 
seasons. The disease ls transmitted 
from one season to another almost 
entirely through seed harvested 
from a diseased crop and spreads 
rapidly, says Dr. G. B. Sanford, of- 
ficer-in-charge
